HER WORK—HER EMPLOYMENTS AND 
W4GXS 


Some Words About tha Opportunities and 
Rewards of Laboring Women— 
Servants, 


[Correspondence of the Record-Usiok.1 
San F rancisco, August 9, 18S2. 
I never knew more than one woman 
whose deliberate choije was a country 
life. She made periodical visits to the 
city, and daring those visits had every­ 
thing that heart could wish—dresses, 
jewels, attention and gaieties. Yet when 
she returned to her isolated house she 
stretched her arms and exclaimed : 11 Oh, 
how glad I am to come hack ! ” She said 
in the city no one performed a service out 
of good will. It was expected to bo paid 
for. Whereas at home every man’s kind* 
heartedcess was spontaneous and unforced. 
And that one woman, by the chance of 
politics, is likely yet to have her heme in 
the city, while the hundreds who desire 
such a life will never have it. Man is a 
gregarious animal, and he naturally tends 
toward ihe mass, accepting the few draw­ 
backs of such an existence for the sake of 
its many benefits. 
“ BUSINESS IS THE STRUGGLE 
To get the better of your neighbor,” said 
a business man the other day with cruel 
plaiuneBS, and added, with the egotism 
characteristic of successful effort, “ If a 
man can get ahead of me he is welcome to.” 
Another raid, “ No man rises except by 
stepping on other men 
another replied, 
signilicantly, “ The tricks of the trade 
and stili another replied, oointedly, “ Sur­ 
vival cf the fittest.” Perhaps these an­ 
swers might all lie sifted down to one 
word—self ! For life is such a cold-blooded 
struggle, and each man is so necessary to 
himself, that he must fight unless he would 
sink into that Í3Z-.ness which is moral sui­ 
cide more surely than pronounced success 
at the expense of another man. But i' 
may be done without cheat, without fraud, 
without cruelty ; it may bo by manage­ 
ment, by foresight, by circumstances seized 
on the instant, and the successful man has 
his sentiments, affections, passions, and, 
among the latter, his griefs, which bring 
him near to and make him one with the’ 
man who is like him in everything but his 
failure. Each of us, then, it is tacitly ac­ 
knowledged, is trying for the four-bit- 
piece in another pocket, and if we can get 
it fairly aud by giving an honest equiva­ 
lent for it, the getting of it is all right, 
isn’t it ? 
THE FACT 18 
We must hive that four-bit piece or starve, 
and somebody else must have it from us 
or starve. It ¡3 as possible for a woman to 
starve as for a man. Whatever the canse, 
woman of late years becomes a stubborn 
factor in economics at large. The late war 
created widows and orphans to enter per­ 
sonally into the straggle ; other women 
have wakened to ambition ; mothers who 
have tasted the sweets of independence 
bring daughters up to the standard. The 
percentage as well as the number of active 
women is preater than it used to be, and 
they have forced open the avenues of em­ 
ployment. Naturally such employments 
as they first turn their hands to are tound 
in the city, and in San Francisco there are 
hundreds and hundreds cf women and 
girls at work. The daughters of the labor­ 
ing class begin yonng to earn a living be­ 
cause they must. They rarely have a 
chance for much education, leaving some­ 
times the primary school, but oftener drop­ 
ping out of the third or fourth gra<J ; of the 
grammar department. They canjjead and 
write, but they are yet in the vary begin­ 
nings of other study. Some of tfeem are of 
bright, quick mind, some hav8 unusual 
taste for music, some undoubted talent for 
designing, some are keen at maft ematica, 
some could, with further culture,; be apt in 
conversation and ready with the pen ; but

That in other .girl» 
treasured and culti. 
Yf-ted jr. these runs to vasté, -^ o w and 
then one rises through energy and ability," 
but she never can be much of anybody 
without a decent education. A inan may, 
but a woman may not. I looked in at a 
large shoe factory to day. The girl nearest 
me was but a child. Her hair hnng in a 
braid down her back, aDd she Ras small 
and slender. A long table ran t|f? length 
of the room, at which sat a row id women 
aud girls, their heads bent over their work, 
i his child wa3 the smallest, but§ perhaps 
the rest were as young at the beginning. 
The whirr of machines smote th i ear, the 
grease and smell of leather met ttfei nostril, 
and the bare room, with its pile» of shoe 
uppers and its working people, filled the 
gaze. It was one way of making a meager 
living. The nnllineis and dressmakers all 
take apprentices. The little girl begins 
with sweeping and dusting, going errands, 
sewing on straw, picking out bastings. 
When she grows and can handle her needle 
well enough to obey directions, if with a 
dressmaker she is paid a dollar a day. She 
can get the same by doing plain sewing in 
a family by the day. You c\n get a good 
dressmaker to come to the house for two 
dollars a day. You can now go to a milli­ 
nery store, tny your untrimmed hat, your 
ribbons, feathers or flowers, then take it 
home and trim it yourself, or have it 
trimmed there for six bits, l’lain sewing, 
embroidery, crochet work is poor pay to 
THE WOMEN EMPLOYED. 
Button-holes are worked by hand for 
thirty cents per dozen. A woman I visited 
made a child’s short muslin dress, with fine 
tucks and inseition front and back, a 
tucked ruflle and embroidery at the bot­ 
tom and tucked sleeves, for six bits. “ But 
1 ain’t going to work no more,” she said 
wearily; “ my daughter’s an actress, you 
know, and she’s goiug to take care ef me 
now.” The daughter is a California girl, 
gone East and married, and engaged with 
Annie Pixlcy’s “ i l ’liss ” combination for 
the coming season. It is her first rise, and 
she has sent for her old mother to throw 
aside her needle at last and come on to 
New York, the Mecca of the profession. 
Ihe w¿l!s of the small, poor room were 
hung with photographs of the daughter 
taken in different positions and costumes. 
As for the women employed at sewing by 
the stores, their earnings may be guessed 
at, when a long, hand-embroidered night­ 
gown may bo "bought for $1 50, a tucked 
chemise for four bits, a tucked and ruffled 
skirt for a dollar, a child's dress, tucked 
front and back, ruffled aud embroidered, 
for $1 25. 
THE LIFE OF A SHOP GIRL 
la a hard one. The pay is sometimes ten 
dollars per week, oftener less than that, 
down to almost anything, and in some 
cases a little more. But the hands are 
white^ihe has a chance to see the world as 
it drifts in and out of the shop or past the 
door, and she learns a style in dressing her 
hair and arranging her dress. Other girls 
take to the theater, a hard life, a wearing 
life, and a life not to be recommended to 
any. “ Father died and mother was sick,” 
a young girl told me, “ so I had to do 
something. I had never been bronght up 
to anything, and I didn't know where to 
turn. One of the theaters advertised for a 
number of yonug ladies, and I applied. I 
didn’t know how to dance, but «either did 
the others, and they trained as all. The 
first night of the play the lights and the 
audience crazed me aod I jnst turned round 
and round till one of the others helped me 
through. At the end of the week I was 
sick with the excitement. They paid me 
filO, and the manager told me to come back 
again when I could, because I was a lady 
and he was sorry to say all the girls weren't 
ladies. Mother died, and I wear this black 
drees for her. I make a little coloring 
photographs for some small galleries, 
enough to pay for my room and two meals 
a day, but I havn’t anything left for 
clothes, I don’t have any beside what I 
have on,” That was some years ago, and 
snch 
SITUATIONS AT THE THEATEP. 
Pay five and six dollars now; in the present 
condition of theatricals, nothing. In such 
a state of affairs is it not a wonder that 
house service meets with small favor! A 
young girl may command §15 per month, 
which is that much clear, and be more her 
own mistress than the shop girl, the fac­ 
tory girl, the ballet girl, or the sewing girl. 
It is the degrading title of servant, I sup­ 
pose, which makes publicity, poor living 
and other drudgery preferable, though it 
be equally as great. Were the mistress 
always what might be wished, perhaps the 
maid’s position might not be given over to 
a class that have no mind above it. A 
lady—and » minister’s wife at that—says 


that no woman can be a lady who does her 
own work, and putting her belief into prac­ 
tice, she resolutely refuses to employ her­ 
self about the house. This is the opinion 
of many women, and can it be wondered at 
if these make a servant feel her position ? 
I would respectfully suggest to that minis­ 
ter’s wife that many of the families contri­ 
buting to the support of her husband keep 
no servant, and the expression of her opin­ 
ion may echo strangely in their ears, well- 
founded though it be in her own mind. 
Doubtless it was said in kindness, rnd with 
an honest desire to elevate all such to their 
true sphere, but to be above the kitchen is 
not always the proof a lady. Not having 
space to finish the subject of women’s em­ 
ployments in the city, I must be content to 
conclude in another letter. I will there­ 
fore at this date close with

In which I am almost tempted to give the 
name of the young woman, who, though a 
lady, pluckily became a servant. One 
afternoon I went to a wedding, and the 
other guests were all strangers to me. I 
was charmed with the appearance of a 
youDg lady, tall, black-eyed, of self-pos­ 
sessed, pieasiDg manner and just as pretty 
as she could be. Her dress was halt- 
mourning, and had an unmistakable, home­ 
made air. I inquired who she was of the 
hostess and received the following infor­ 
mation ; Her name w as------------- , aud she 
was 20 years of age. The youDg couple 
just married were members of a literary 
aud dancing club of the Western Addition, 
and this young lady was also a member. 
On account of her beauty and attractive 
ways she was called “ the belle of the 
\\ estern Addition.” Some months before 
It had become neceaeary for her to make 
her own living, and as her only preparation 
for such an emergency had been the house­ 
work at home, she bravely replied to an 
advertisement, aud was aectpted as a ser­ 
vant in the family o f 
------. But the 
mistresa was worthy of the maid. Though 
the cook and all the rest of it, the latter 
w as still allowed to be a lady. The gentle­ 
man who called upon her were not ushered 
to the basement, and she retaiueil her 
social position, both within and without 
the house. It was au isolated case, botii 
of parlor aud kitchen, aud tne young lady 
was by-and-by married from the house 
accompanied by the best wishes of all.

SCIENTIFIC NOTES. 
The number of the known members of 
the small placets is now 225. 
Palisa, of 
\ ienna, discovered tho last one on April 
19 th.- 
The specific gravity of liquid steel has 
been ascertained by Herr Alexjeff to be 
8.05, and therefore greater thaa that of 
solid steel. 
At the end of the first year Dr. Sozinks- 
ky says that on an average a child 
should be thirty inches high and should 
weigh twenty-five pounds. 
MM, Grehant and Quinquand have de­ 
termined by a series of interesting experi­ 
ments that the total weight of blood in the 
system of a live mammal is between onc- 
twolfth and one-thirteenth of the body 
weight. 
A new explosive is reported to have been 
invented by a Viennese engineer. It con­ 
tains neither sulphuric acid, nitrio acid, 
nor nitro-glycerine. Its manufacture is 
simple and without danger, and it preserves 
its qualities in the coldest and hotte3t 
weather. It cap be made at forty per cent, 
less coat than gunpowder. 
Milk, when heated in closed vessels 
to a temperature of 75 degrees Centi­ 
grade, remains sweet for ninety-six 
hours. If the vessel is opened sour­ 
ness occuri after forty-eight hours. If 
the milk is heated in the open air it re­ 
mains sweet only twenty-four hours. A 
temperature of between 50'" and GO does 
not alter the taste of milk, and if it be 
curdled at this temperature the curd is 
flocculent. 
The Albert Medal of the Society of Arts, 
instituted in 1862, and awarded annually 
for “ distinguished merit for promoting 
arts, manufactures or commerce, ” has been 
awarded for the present year to M. Pastear 
for “ his researches in connection with fer- 
menbation, the preservation of wines, and 
the propagation of zymotic diseases in silk­ 
worms and domestic animals, whereby the 
arts of wine making, silk-production and 
agriculture have been greatly benefited.” 
After a cniise of a few months in the 
South Pacific a French man-of-war was 
found to have specimens of living corals 
growing upon her hulL The interesting 
discovery hat thrown some light on the 
question ef the rapidity of growth of cor­ 
als. The evidence tends to show that the 
vessel on passing a reef of the Gambier 
Islands, against which she rubbed, bad 
picked up a young fungia, which adhered 
to the sheathing and grew to a diameter of 
nine inches and a weight of two and one- 
half pounds in nine weeks.

Bishop Titcomb, Anglican missionary 
bishop of Rangoon, Burmah, lias been 
compelled to resign by reason of a chronic 
spinal weakness, caused by an accident 
last year in the Kasan Mountains, in 
Burmah.

A m m onia from it s E lem ents.—Numer­ 
ous methods have been Jevised to utilize 
the atmospheric nitrogen for making am­ 
monia. The latest of these is a French 
process in which metallic zinc is employed 
to furnish the elements, tilanic iron to 
effect their union. Melted zinc falling into 
water sets free tho hydrogen, falling 
through the air it liberates nitrogeD, oxide 
of zinc being formed in both cases. The 
nitrogen is passed over titanized spongy 
iron, and is absorbed by it. When the hy­ 
drogen is passed through the retorts con- 
tail.ing this spongy iron it releases tho 
nitrogen from tho titanium and combines 
with it to torm ammonia. The oxide of 
z no is reduced in retorta with carbon, and 
carbonic oxide is sot free, which needs only 
to be burned in order to convert it into 
carbonic acid, wnieh is then allowed to 
combine with the newly-formed ammonia 
to form a carbonate. Or, platinized pum­ 
ice or charcoal is substituted for the spongy 
iron, and the gases made to act upon 
it under ten to fifteen atmospheres of 
pressure.

W e doubt vary much if tbere i« due 
realization by tbn people of the extent tf 
opium-eating and opiatn-tninking in our 
midst. 
It is a far more extensively prac­ 
ticed “ e v il” than it generally supposed. 
We have been conviaccd that the general 
public is ill informed o i this matter, and 
do not hesitate to admit that the press 
of 
the State ha* 
not 
[resented the 
facta in the strongest light—and they need 
no more forcible presentation than per­ 
fectly clear and unvarnished statements. 
Neither 
press 
nor 
oitizsns, 
however, 
have intentionally evaded 
the matter. 
There lias been no attem pt in any quarter, 
we believe, to suppress the facts, but 
rather a failure to realize the necessity for 
action. 
The truth is, th at the people have 
considered, to a great extent, the agitation 
of the past on this subject, feeble as it has 
been, as but one of the collaterals of the 
Chinese questioj, a charge made to give 
point and force to anti Chinese arguments, 
rather than allegations, which, if true, in­ 
volved very seriously the welfare of society 
in another dir*ct:on. 
There would seem now to be no docbt 
th at there is an involvement of society in 
this m atter of the 44 opium habit,” as it is 
technically called, which can no longer be 
ignored. 
I t has too long been treated in a 
feeble forcible way by the law and public 
sentiment. 
Some recent inquiries on this 
subject have convinced ns th at there is at 
least need for a very thorough investiga­ 
tion by competent authority, and the pos­ 
sible enactment of such laws aa are within 
the proper scope of the legislative branch 
of the government as will tend to check 
the evil and finally wholly eradicate it—if 
that be possible. 
W hile there is no necessity at this time for 
entering upon a consideration of the issue 
whether or not the desired end can be a t­ 
tained by legislation under our form and 
system of government—leaving it an open 
question as to the best policy to be pursued 
by society in stamping out this “ evil ” of 
appetite—yet, as the authorities in this 
State have undertaken to check the vice 
complained of, there is or should be no 
question concerning the rigorous enforce­ 
ment of such laws as we already have. 
It has been generally supposed that the 
class addicted to the practice of opium- 
smoking was almost wholly of that char­ 
acter that is “ good riddance ” to society 
when the victims die in their misery. 
In 
the psst this has been true, in the main, 
bnt now the relentless evil is manifesting 
a disposition to grasp others—men, wemen 
and youths—who cannot well be spared to 
society, and whose practice of the vice is 
putting additional burdens upon it. 
There 
are 
a 
few 
in 
the 
community 
thor­ 
oughly 
well-informed 
as 
to 
the 
facta, and these do not hesitate, when 
once induced to speak on the subject, to 
declare th at we are storing up food for 
fnture misery and regret. 
The enforce­ 
ment of local statutes has, to a great ex­ 
tent, broken up the regular houses where 
the drug was furnished and the means sup­ 
plied for enjoying it, but such regulations 
have not snttioed to check the practice of 
opium smoking itself. 
They have simply 
driven the vice to more secret methods 
in its progress, and led to the introduction 
of the opium “ lay-out ” into the private 
room. 
It is not necessary now to enter 
upoD a citation of the evidences that justify 
these expressions—for the present it is 
sufficient to throw out the suggestion that 
the opium 41 ev il” has passed beyond the 
realm of the Chinese question, and de­ 
mands consideration front a far more im­ 
portant standpoint. 
Fortunately, aa yet, 
the vioe is mainly contined to the disrepu­ 
table classes, and although it has recently 
given evidence, as already remarked, of 
attaching with its merciless grasp to those 
in whose welfare society has more con­ 
cernment, the terrible habit has not aa yet, 
we think, made such inroad* in that direc­ 
tion as to awaken to alarm the general 
public, and it is for that very reaaon that 
in the present we should fini the best time 
for action, on the principle that “ * stitch 
in time saves nine.” I t is well for ns to 
remember that^ ‘t-uañ^RT"íü^ea the aoonep 
W’nén ii is ¿espiaed,” as Lsberius puta it, 
and as another ancient philosopher says, 
“ He is safe from danger who is on his 
guard even when safe.” 
It is probable that the ¡Hate and local 
Boards of Health have the means at com­ 
mand to thoroughly enlighten the publie 
as to all the facts relative to the growth 
and dangers of the “ eviL" 
From such 
sources statem ents on the subject would 
come with great force, an d suggestions 
with the additional weight that competent 
authority gives. 
If these bodies can as­ 
sure the public that the " evil ” is not 
making rapid progress, th at it does not 
threaten to become a serious question in 
the economy of our systems of municipal 
government, that it has not taken on new 
forms, or at least grown in directions not 
heretofore regarded aa probable, it will be 
a great relief, and a gratifying assurance; 
bnt from the facts os understood by very 
many, no auch showing is at all likely to 
result from official investigation, and that 
we will find it an imperative duty to apply 
to the opium demon the advice Shakespeare 
puts into the mouth of Bratus when speak­ 
ing of Cresar : 
44 Think him ns a serpent's egg, 
Which hatch’d, would, as his kind, ¡crow mis­ 
chievous ; 
Am! kill hint iu the shell."

tied to water reasonably free from clay and 
sand, etc., and finally asks that the gov­ 
ernmental appropriation for the improve­ 
ment of the Sacramento river shall be ex­ 
pended for works to hold baok the sand 
and gravel already in the river canyons, 
and not for dams for the detention of fu­ 
ture hydraulic deposits. 
It asks th at legis­ 
lative candidates be pledged to favor enact­ 
ments to aid in the preservation of the 
rivers from threatened farther ose by hy­ 
draulic miners.

No one is aware that the Government offi­ 
cer who will have charge of the works in­ 
tended to aid in the restoration of the river 
channel ha* given any evidence of in­ 
tention to ate any part of the small sum at 
hia command in building works for the 
special benefit of hydraulic miners. 
In the 
absence of any expression to the con­ 
trary, it must 
be 
assumed th at he 
and 
his 
associates 
will 
disburse 
the money in strict accordance with the in­ 
tent of the A ct of appropriation.

we understand the expression of the 1st* 
Miners’ Convention, there has not been 
made any demand for expenditure of 
the appropriation for the erection of works 
that should be chargeable, under Judge 
Temple’s decision, to them, bnt that they 
are willing to aid in the Government work 
by erection of dams of their own, to pre­ 
serve the riven from destruction.

The horron of “ mob iaw ” were never 
more vividly made manifest than in the 
scene at Taylonville, 111., Friday night 
last. 
Three men, Pettis, Montgomery and 
Clements, were charged with an iufamons 
assault upon a young lady. 
The public 
feeling against them was very strong, and 
took form in the gathering of an enraged 
mob that broke open the jail and took cut 
the prisonere. 
Prior to this Montgomery 
had been discharged, after a judicial in­ 
vestigation which developed no sufficient 
cause 
for 
his detention. 
But 
the 
mob 
gave this 
no 
consideration, and 
seized the prisoners. They were taken out 
with halters aboot their necks, beaten, 
tortured and buffeted, yet all the while 
stontly proclaiming their innocence. 
The 
telegraphic accounts depict the mob as 
being exceedingly large and violent—ran 
mad with pasBion and hungering for vic­ 
tims to satisfy its rage. 
Pettis and Mont­ 
gomery were dragged to a tree and drawn 
up. 
They both declared tbeir innocence 
of the crime charged. 
Again and again 
were they suspended, threatened, beaten 
and bullied, but as often did they proclaim 
their entire innocence of the crime charged. 
One of them declared, after being nearly 
choked to death, that he knew he was 
dying, but with his latest breath would 
adhere to hia statem ent. 
Meanwhile the 
mob yelled for a summary execution, and 
though the tortores were renewed, still the 
victims reiterated their innocence. Finally 
the father of the injured girl became 
convinced of the impassibility of extorting 
confession*, and through his efforts the 
men were rescued from the clutches of the 
mob. 
Now we are told thero has been a 
reaction; the community that was a w it­ 
ness to this disgraceful scene sincerely de­ 
plores it, and the belief gains ground that 
the 
men 
arc 
indeed 
innocent. 
How 
would it have been had the infuriated 
mob Iteen permitted to carry out its pur­ 
pose? 
Illinois has reason to be thankful 
that for once the fury of violence was 
stemmed ; but she can no longer point to 
the farther aud wilder W est with scorn and 
reproach because of 
proceedings under 
lynch law. 
W ith the Illinois mob mercy 
did not “ serve to confront the visage of 
offense,” it relented only through foar of 
consequences, evidently, and because its 
physical courage was not equal to its thirst 
for blood. 
Cicero said that guilt is present 
in the very hesitation, even though the 
deed be not oorumitted ; and in the light 
of this truth Illinois has not so much to 
congratulate itself upon after all, and it 
may he added, that the very rank of good 
citizenship which clothed the men of the 
mob makes their offense against the law 
in that long settled and stable community 
all the more odious,

THE 8ULTAN INTERVIEWED. 
N ew Y o rk , August 13th.—The H erald's 
Constantinople special says : In an auiiience 
granted to your correspondent at the Yildiz 
Palace this afternoon, the Sultan expressed 
himself freely upon tho Egyptian question. 
His Mejeaty intimated veaterdav bis wish for 
an inter4 iew, and appoint* d 9 o’clock as the 
hour. After tbe usual delays preliminary to 
being aduiitttd to ths royal presence, and the 
formslities enstomvry upon presentation, the 
Saltan, in reply to a question about the situ­ 
ation jn Egyp-, spike as follows. The con­ 
versation was cart red on entirely through an 
interpreter, as iris Majesty speaks no lan­ 
guage 
but Turkish. 
“ Trie situation in 
Egypt.’’ said the Sultan, “ was not serions 
until the presence of the fl :eta precipitated 
affairs and exasperated the people. Arabi’s 
party then took advantage ot the aituation to 
lnflime the people.” 
“ What does yt»ur Majesty consider the 
original cause of the trouble ? 1 
“ I will explain. Tiiere have been iu all 
the Egyptian public departments a great 
number of English and French employes, 
appointed and kept in place by the inflweoce 
of English and French ControiWs, and these 
employes profited enormously by the abuae 
of their places, which they held to the ex­ 
clusion cf the Arabs. They constantly ex­ 
tended ♦heir own privileges and increased 
their preference, until Arabi, who was then a 
Colonel in the service, complained to the 
Khedive. 
In this way a breach occurred be­ 
tween Arabi and the Khedive, and difficulties 
arose which might oasily have been arranged 
had not tbe appearance of the fleets aroused 
the native feeling and destroyed my plana for 
a recognition of the opposing ftcta and a 
peaceable settlement of the troubles. I had 
already aent to Alexandria a commission, in­ 
cluding Dervish Pssha, Achmed Essad Ef- 
fendi, Lobid Effcndi snd Cedri Effendi. to act 
as arbitrators ; but the actio a of tbs English 
rendered tbeir plans ustless. 
Lebid Effendi, 
who has just returntd, will give you a written 
statement more at length.” 
"W h at does your Majesty tbink of the 
bombardment ?” 
_ " It was most cruel and unjust. The Eng­ 
lish fi rbade the Egyptians to fortify their 
own works, and then, while defenseless, 
opened fire upon them. This was an unjust, 
inhuman act, and contrary to the law of na 
tior.e. The English claim that they were 
dealing with rebels. 
In that case it was 
England’s duty to inform the sovereign 
power, to leave the settlement to that 
suthority, Instead of taking the law Into her 
own hands, which she hail no right to do. 
The English say (here ia no justice among us, 
yet let as look at Ireland. 
England's Irish 
sul jects are simply demanding a righv which, 
herein Turkey, is universally granted to the 
people. Such troubles as the Irish agrarian 
riots would be impossible in Turkey. England 
boasts of her superior justice, yet we have, 
what she does not grant te her subjects, an 
eqnitabie land law, under which farmers, and 
even farm laborers, are protected in their 
rights. 
When tbe Roumanians obtained 
Donbroudocha, they continued the use of the 
Turkish law in regard to real property.”

We were once misguided enough to in­ 
quire of some native officers in India what 
instruments of music their town possessed, 
and were waited upon next clay, in codbc- 
quenco, by all the musicians of the place, 
hirst came a group of nioe women, who 
saDg some wild aud plaintive strains in 
unison in a minor key ;‘one of them kept 
time by occasionally snapping her lingers, 
while another performed a rude accompani­ 
ment on a small barrel-shaped drum, the 
ends of which were covered with goatskin. 
The head-dress of some of these singers 
was peculiar, and consisted of folds of cal­ 
ico over the head and round the throat, 
rather like the drapery of some orders of 
nans, and similar to that given by painters 
to St. Anna, and otner holy women of the 
Bible. 
The grouping of these people, as 
they sat close together on th6 ground, 
extremely pSotureótjno , 
^ listening to 
the s*d sweetness of theirstrains, one could 
easily imagine euch to have been the ap­ 
pearance and the melody of the daughters 
of Jerusalem as they lamented by the 
waters of Babylon. 
The singing ended, a man was seen to 
rise in the background, lifting an enormous 
brazen trumpet nearly aa long as himself, 
on which ha blew two most terrific blasts, 
excrutiating to English ears. Tnese eouuds 
were prolonged, and seemed to sink down 
through a long wailing discord inexpressi­ 
bly painful to listen to, bnt not unfrequent- 
ly to be heard in that district of the Pun- 
j*h. 
The effort of blowing this trum pet is 
considerable, and wo were glad to make 
this an excuse for hearing no more of it, 
and submitted with the best grace wc could 
to a performance of tom-tom, while two 
more men exercised their lungs upon horrid 
little trumpets of a smaller eizs. 
When 
these were dismissed we had a kind of duet 
all on one note from two men, one of whom 
beat a small drum open at one end, like a 
very deep tamboriue, while another played 
upon something like a four-stringed banjo. 
The lower part of this instrum ent was 
made of a gourd, and two of the strings 
were passed through blue glass beads, while 
the other two were raised by cowries of 
different sizes; 
the banjo was further 
adorned by the green-and-gold label from 
some English cotton-reel or piece of calico, 
stuck on the stem by way of ornament. 
Perhaps this 
concert was aa 
unusual 
amount of native music for English people 
to hear at once, but no one can be long in 
India without meeting with some of it.—

A g nostic P o etry. —To make too much 
of your opponents is bad generalship, aud 
always shows a want of knowledge, often a 
want of humor.

authors 
“something too awful to be expressed 
in plain prose.” 
There is really nothing 
44aw ful” about these unmusical soribcs, 
except what a schoolboy uiiglit call tbeir 
“ a».ful bosh.” 
For example, is it worth 
while to write seriously about stuff like 
this : “ But her feet are as ivory shining 
like stars through the lanes of the night ?’’ 
One might just a* well sing how 
‘ Her 
eyes are like crumpets columnar, and thin? 
with the splendor of chalk.” 
Then we are 
confronted with more fustian about solemn 
rollers (not garden rollers) that curl leonine 
mouths, like a giant impassable column, 
and have a mane that shakes unsearchable 
hands. 
If the theological tenets of the 
Dublin Review are only in danger from the 
auth rs i f these delirious jingles, the con­ 
tributors to that periodical, like the lady 
comforted by Artcmas Ward “ have no 
sause to be afeared.” 
.Shelley, who is also 
quoted and spoken of as a 44 greater poet” 
than Mr. John Payne, is a more dangerous 
opponent, but Shelley did not write non­ 
sense.—[London News.

The banking-roomi heretofore occupied by 
tbe National Gold Bank of D. O. Mills & 
Co., on tbe sautheast corner of Second and J 
streets, bare been remodeled throughout, and 
many desirable improvements added. That 
portion cf the offi x fronting on Second and 
J streets is inclosed by large French-plate 
windows. The window casings and the space 
on the inside between tbe windows are fin­ 
ished in imitation of curled and bird’e-eye 
maple. The other two sides of ths room are 
finished in white. The difference in the two 
etyles .of finish forms a pleasing contrast. 
The office is 40 feet square. The floor is new, 
and bordered with black-walnnt. 
The coun­ 
ter is 52 feet in length, very attractive in 
appearance, and presents a fine piece of 
workmanship. It is so arranged that it fronts 
to the north and west of the room. The vault 
is a burglar-proof box made of chrome steel 
and iron, seven feet high and seven and a 
half by eight feet square; it is one and a 
half inches in thickness; it stands in the 
southeast corner rf the office, and is said to 
b* the strongest in tie State. No drill can be 
made to penetrate its walls on account of the 
hardness of the steel. There are two doors to 
the vault. Each is made of the best material. 
Tbe outer door is supplied with all the latest 
safe guards. It has a combination lock with 
five tumblers attached, and a time lock on 
top of it. 
When the timer is out of order or 
n spring is broken, the timer can be detached 
through the combination lock. 
In the act of 
locking, the large outside bolt handle can be 
thrown out of gear, and readjust itself in the 
act of unlocking. 
In addition to this there 
are two small Yale locks on each Fide of the 
dial on the outside dour. 
When the vault is 
closed, each of the two tellers turns his Yale 
1 rck into the edge of toe dial, thus sealing 
the doors until both are again i,resent. 
The vault -was manufactured by the Mall 
Safe and Lr-ck Company, of Cincinnati, and 
cost, including the foundation, SO,000. The 
vault previously in use forms part of the 
foundation, and will l>e used as a book vault. 
As an ornament, and also for convenience, a 
bookcase has been built on the north and 
wett tide cf the vault. The bcokcaso is of 
red cedar, os ars also the counters. Back of 
the office, and fronting on Second street, is 
the parlor, with a cloak room and closete in 
the back part. The wood work is estimated 
at $2 ,0 0 0 ; this aid d to the cost of the vault 
foots np ( 8 .0 0 0 . The establishment in point 
of architectural reality is second to none in 
the city. 
It will be ready for occupancy next 
Saturday. The history of this house is tbe 
history of Sacramento. 
They have both 
passed through lire and flood. It may not b 3 
amiss to say in this connection that D. O. 
Milis comoencid the haukiDg business in 
this city in 1850. 
Tho active management of 
the bank was for years in tbe hands of Henry 
Miller, lately deceased, who with Elgar 
Mills became the company shortly after ice 
organization. 
The ownership is still in the 
ra ns hand». The bank was incorporated in 
1872 
W. E. Chamberlin, the Vico-Presi­ 
dent, has h.sen in the bank fcr over twonty- 
Feven year». 
Frank Miller, the present 
Cashier, entered tho house when a boy, over 
seventeen years ago.

Adjutant-General John F. Sheehan, under 
date of August 101b, has issued the fcllooicg 
orders : 
In accordance with the requ‘rements_ of 
Section 2018, subdivisión 2 ot the Political 
Code, the National Guard of California will 
parade September 9,h for target practice 
under supervision of the Inspectors uf Rifle 
Prscdce, end subject to such further rules 
and regulationi as may be prescribed by the 
Division and Brigade Commanders. _ 
In the target practice of the National 
Gnard of California, the rules of the Na­ 
tional Rifle Association will govern. 
_ 
The distance for companies armed with 
Springfield rifles, caliber 45 and caliber 50, 
will bis 200 yards. The distance for cavalry 
companies armed with carbines will be 2 0 0 
yards. 
Each officer and enlisted man of companies, 
excepting only mnsicians, drummer*, and 
marker*, will fire five shots. 
No sighting 
shots wili be allowed. 
Commanders of companies will furnish a 
correct roll of the members of their respective 
commands to the Inspectors of Rifle Practice, 
who will be careful to provide themselves 
with such rolls at least one day prior to the 
date fixed for target practice; and also know 
from personal observation that the targets, 
dii.es, etc., are in readiness, thns obviating 
any unnecessary delay on the arrival of com­ 
panies at the grounds. 
The Regimental end Battalion Inspectora 
of Rifle Practice must forward to tne Brigade 
Inspector of Rifle Practice within ten days 
after the practice shall have taken place, cer­ 
tified copies of the same. 
The Brigade In­ 
spector of Rifls.Practice will certify to the 
reports and forward them within ten days 
after their receipt to the Division Inspector 
of Rifle Practice, who must also certify to 
their correctness, and forward them within 
ten days after their receipt to the Inspector- 
General of Rifle Practice. The Inspector- 
General of Rifle Practice must make bis 
report and forward the returns to general 
headquarters not later tban October 2Ulb. 
K.-gi mental and Battalion Inspectors cf 
Rifle T racis? must carefully preserve the 
original report*, so they may bo enabled to 
furnish such information as may b: required 
by commanders of regiments, battalions, and 
such others as may be entitled to the informa­ 
tion contained therein. 
When practicable, commissioned officers 
will bs detailed to act as Ecorekeepsrs at the 
firing points; at least one non-commi-sioned 
officer Bhi.uld be detailed to assist at the tar­ 
gets, and Inspectors will call ua their respect­ 
ive commands for auch details as they may 
require far this purpose. 
Blacks for reports cf target practice and 
necessary ammunition for rifies and carbines, 
cal. 45, will be furnished to th? different 
commands by tho brigade commanders. The 
money value of ammunition used will not be 
computed, but requii-ition will be mad? on 
general headquarters for such quantity as 
may be required by law. 
Brigade commanders will issue such orders 
as they may deem proper pre’cribing target 
practice for the artillery Companies of their 
respective 
commaads, 
and commanding 
offijers wiil take all necessary steps to insure 
a strict comoiiauce with the-e general orders 
and the “ Rules and Regulations governing 
the N. G. C."

P io n e e r s ' R e u n io n —It there is an organ­ 
ization iu this city or upon the coast that goes 
in for a good time, and that often, it is the 
Association of California Pioneers, or the 
“ old boyp,” as they are familiarly alludei 
to. 
On Saturday evening lest they assem­ 
bled in full force at their hall on Seventh 
street, for ths purpose of celebrating the 
thirty-third anniversary of the arrival iu Cali­ 
fornia of three of their members—Csptain 
Wm, Mace, of S.in Francisco, and Frank 
Russell and N. D. Gooiiell, of this city. The 
banquet room was thrown open shortly after 
10 o’clock. Ths spread was tempting and 
toothsome, the tables fairly groaning with the 
weight of eatables and drinkables. Toasts 
without number were given and responded ten 
Old-time songs were sung; pioneer yarns 
and hairbreadth oicapes cf tba early adven­ 
turers to this coast, both by sea and laDd, 
wire rehearsed, and many of the hardships 
and trials of those dsys were related, sand­ 
wiched in w ith many ludicrous and pleasing 
anecdotes, that msde the “ old boys” forget 
their age and live over again those early days 
of the new Eldorado. Prominent among the 
speakers of the evening were N. D. Goodtll, 
Win. Mace, Frank Russell, Dr. Light, John 
S. Miller, Prof. Winter, Charles Heinrich, 
James McGuire, A. H. Powers and N. L. 
Drew. 
During his remarks alluding to Capt. 
Mace, Dr. Light said : “ I would rather meet 
he Captain here to-night than to meet hioi 
n heaven.” Mr. Mace, interrupting him, 
aid : “ Doctor, I have long since given up 
11 hops of ever meeting you in heaven, not- 
witlistanding I expect to go there myself.” 


D a n R ic e —Dan Race, who ¡b at present 
in this city with Robinson’s circus, is per­ 
haps as well known, if not better, than any 
traveling showman in America. Outside of 
circus and menagerie business, he has done 
some things that has made his name a house­ 
hold word, and caused him to receive the 
gratitude of the whole people. At the close 
of the war he caused to be erected in the eity 
of Girard, Pennsylvania, a monument to th?

WHEATLAND GRANGE SPEAKS. 


Resolutions Passed at the Last tfeetlng 
of the Grange, Angaat 5,1882. 
The Wheatland Gtange under seal of the 
ludge forwards the following resolutions to 
tbeRECORTVÜNiON for publication : 
W hkrbas, Certain private companies, currently 
known as hydraulic mining companies, contemplate 
the use of the river canyon» as receptacles for 
hydraulic tailings ; and, whereas, if such design is 
successfully consummated, hydraulic mining will bo 
prosecuted with renewed vigor, rendering it reason­ 
able to expect th at in the course of thirty years full 
one billion (1,000,000,000) cubic yards of material 
will be thus accumulated; and, whereas, common 
senie and science indicate th at these canyons will 
only be the tem porary resting place of this vast 
mass of sand and gravel, and th at its ultim ate des 
tination m ust be the fertile plains and the river 
beds of the great Sacramento valley, from Colusa 
county to the bay, since the annual floods which 
have worn out their granite basins through the 
Sierra Nevadas, wiH wear away these comparatively 
fr til dams ; and, whereas, the alternatives presentee 
to the B ute by such presum ptous use of the river 
c»imon8 i? their conversion into gigantic sluiceways, 
and the descent of the m aterial in the course of 
twenty or fifty ¿ears into the valley, filling its 
rivers to the brim , desoía ing areas now supporting 
hundreds of thousinds of population, and over­ 
whelming the capital of the State, or the periodical 
expenditure, by tbe Btate, for an indefinite time, of 
hundreds of thousands of dollars to fortify thsse 
dams and avert the impending avalanche ; there­ 
fore he it 
Resolved, That such 9 *e, by private companies, 
tor privata advantage, of the river canyons, entail­ 
ing: such constant peril upon the valley communi­ 
ties and such future expenditures upon the State, 
is an unw arranted one, inconsistent with the rights 
of the present and future citizens of the State to the 
rivers as a source of benefit and not a dreaded 
source of p eril; and 
Resolved, That for the State to extend euch pro­ 
ceedings aud indulgence is of queetiouable propriety, 
since it manifests a disregard of tbe imminent dan­ 
ger to the welfare of the State, and of questionable 
favor, since in ten years the disastrous nature of the 
poli y will become so apparent to the public th at it 
will imperatively demand its discontinuance ; m ean­ 
while relying upon that indulgence, these companies 
will have made ext'wordinary outlays, and now cut 
off from realizing their profits, they will, indeed, 
have suffered a great wrong at the hands of the 
Sta'e in consequence of its short sighted policy. 
Resolved, 1 hat, therefore, public expediency, a 
wise public f irethought, and justice, not merely to 
the present and future citizens of the State, but t? 
the private companies themselves involved, demand 
th at the next Legislature shall make it a misde­ 
meanor to dum p hydraulic tailings into the river 
canyons or into any places where it will besubjec 
to transportation into the areas and river channels 
of the valley. 
Resolved, That the business of a large area is lan­ 
guishing, its property depredating and its people 
becoming bankrupt, and dams wil! only occasion 
disastrous d la t. The only effectual remedy, and 
tbe remedy which m ust ultim ately be applied, is 
the restoration of the rivers to their normal nscs, 
and the proscription of their employment as sand 
and gravel dumps. 
Such restoration alone will re­ 
store prosperity to both agricultural aud mining 
districts. 
Resolved, That stone dams, even were it possible 
to make them immovably perm anent, as it is not, 
would no t be an effectual remedy. Cl ¡y and fine 
sand constitute at least 50 per cent, of the material 
of the debris, and these elements do the m ajor part 
of the injury to the valley, rivers, bays and lauds. 
It is not pretended that the dams wili arrest such 
elements in the slightest degree. 
Resolved, That the people of the valley are en­ 
titled to water, reasonably free from clay and sxDd 
to such a degree th at it will be reasonably flt for 
domestic consumption and irrigation, and mil occa­ 
sion no more than a reasonable disturbance in the 
channels of the rivers. 
Resolved, That the appropriation by the National 
Congress was exclusively for the improvement of 
the Bicramento river and its branches for purposes 
of commerce and drainage; and to th at end it pro­ 
vided for the construction of d ims for holding back 
the sai-d and gravel already iu the canvons, and not 
for the deteution of future debris for the hydraulic 
companies. 
Resolved, That if any ot such appropriation be ap­ 
plied for tne retention of future debris for the bv- 
draulic companies, it will have been culpably per­ 
verted from the purpose intended by Congress. 
Resolved, That the agricultural classes espedallv, 
the custodians for the Btate of tbe ultim ate sources 
of m aterial wealth, should discharge that tru st by 
taking active steps to cause all nominees for the 
State Legislature to be pledged to this legislation re­ 
quired tar the preservation of the rivers from the 
threat?ned use. 
Resolved, Th*t we ask our sister Granges, as indi- 
vidu la of one great organization, to take steps 
through resolutions aDd through active committee 
and individual efforts to accomplish this one practi­ 
cal measure of transcendent importance in tbe com­ 
ing Legislature, and to secure tbe emplovmeot of 
the national appropriation in th at bona fide restora­ 
tion of the rivcri which will promote effectually the 
prosperity, not merely of the agricultural, but 
of tb s commercial and industrial interests of ths 
State.

ADMIRAL SEYMOUR, 


THE MAN WHO BOMBARDED ALEXANDRIA. 


Sir Frederick Beauchamp Psget Seymour, 
sprang from a collateral branch of the Mar 
quis of Hertford’s family, both by tradition 
and profeesion, is identified with the Royal 
Navy. 
His father w*s the late Colonel Sir 
Horace Beauchamp Seymour, K. C. B., 
M. P., and Sir Frederick, the present Vice­ 
Admiral, was born in 1821. After having 
been educated at Eton College, he entered 
the Royal Navy in 1S34 a» a Cadet. 
In two 
years time tie pisved through the intermediate 
grades of Mate, Lieutenant and Commander 
in 1847, obtaining the rank of Poet Captain in 
l»85t._ Meanwhile he had served with dis­ 
tinction in Burmah. as well as iu the New 
Zealand wars in 1852-3 and that of 1860-1, 
being severely wounded in the last while com­ 
manding a naval brigade, and invalided fora 
time. For his services he was created a Com­ 
panion of tbe Batb, in 1861. ¿’rom 1860-2, 
he was Commodore in command on the 
Australian Station. Ho held the office of 
Naval Ai»l-de-C»n :> to Her Msj>sty from 
1866-70. 
From 1872 to 1874. be was a Lord 
of the Admitklly, under Mr. Gladstone’s 
auspice*, resigning the offic? on being ap­ 
pointed to the commaDd of the Chancel lUet. 
This important petition he filled until 1877, 
when he was crested a Koight Commacder of 
the Bath. In 1880 he was appointed to the 
C“m tu am i of the Mediterranean tquadrcn, in 
virtue if which he is now in command before 
Alexandria. 
He was promoted to Hag rank 
a* Rear-Admiral in 1870, becoming Vice­ 
Admiral iu 1876.

T he door, which had been opened 
from w ithin, was closed in their faces and 
they fell back. 
In a short tim e they rallied 
sufficiently to m ake an attem p t again, and 
after m any efforts, succeeded iu working 
th eir w ay into the jail. 
T hey th en pushed 
up th e stairs to where the cells were. 
The 
Sneiiff had abandoned the jail to the mob, 
who now w ent to w ork to get th e prisoners 
out. 
A fter half an hour’s w ork B ettis and 
Jo h n M ontgom ery were pulled out through 
an opening iu the top of the cell and handed 
over to tbe mob. 
A ROPE PROCURED. 
A bran Dew rope was hurriedly produced 
and throw n around th e necks of the m e n ; 
then th e m ost horrible language was used on 
the p a rt of the mob. 
T hey endeavored by 
blows, th reats and every m eans known to 
them to induce the w retches to confess. 
“ I am innocent, gentlem en,” cried P ettis, 
in an agonizing voice. 
“ H ang me if you 
will, b u t I am innocent.” 
‘ Y ou lie, — — y o u ; you know you did 
it.” 
“ 1 kuc w I am going to die, b u t as God is 
m y judge I am innocent.” 
T hen there was a struggle of the crowd in 
the em ail apartm ent, and the cry was heard, 
11 T ake them out and hang th em .” 
Jo h n M ontgom ery, in the m eantim e, was 
w hining : " I am in n o cen t; I don’t know 
anything.” 
T he leaders of the mob were searching for 
Clem ents, who could not be found. 
The cells 
were all opened by tbe use of a crow bar, and 
then it was discovered th a t Clem ents was not 
in the jail. 
T hen P e ttis and M ontgom ery 
were dragged d-.wn stairs and into th e jail 
yard, the crowd looking, ns they progressed, 
for a good tree. 
The trees weie all sapling», 
and a h alt was m ade, during w hich a confes­ 
sion was sought to be extracted from M ont­ 
gom ery. 
T he m en still protestad th eir in­ 
nocence. 
"TO THE COURT-HOUSE YARD!" 
Some one cried, and other voices took it up. 
To the Court-huuse y ard then proceeded the 
mob, threatening and bullying the prisoners 
on th eir way. 
Lee P ettis repeated every m inute, " I am 
in n o cen t; I am innocent.” 
T he Court-houas yard was soon reached, 
and the crowd halted under a tall tree. Some 
nim ble fellow clim bsd the tree, and threw 
the end of a rope into a forked branch ; a 
Jozen hands caught the loose end, and Jo h n 
M ontgom ery was jerked off his feet ju st for 
a tria l. 
T he poor w retch still pleaded his 
innocence, and he was called upon by a hun­ 
dred voices to speak out and tell his story. 
“ 1 have no story to tell. 
I am innocent. 
I know no m ore about this m atter, gentle­ 
m en, th an you.” 
The voice was as weak as a w om an’s, and 
as pathetic as a child pleading for m ercy. 
T he infuriated crowd booted and yelled at 
him , saying he was a dead m au any way, and 
he m ight as well confess. 
" I am innocent.” reiterated M ontgom ery. 
" U p he goes th en ,” cried those a t the 
other end of the rope, and up he did go. 
H is body was pulled up about four fret 
from the ground aud kept there five m inutes. 
T he hanging m an never struggled, b u t being 
exhausted and w eak w ith fear, the m an who 
held the rope let him down, and he was then 
exiled on to tell his guilt. 
T he m an could 
not spsak at once, b u t lay down on the grass. 
A fter he recovered his breath he finally 
said : "G en tlem en , 1 know I am dying, and 
1 tell you I am as innocent as you are.” 
THE FATHER AFrEARS ON THE SCENE. 
T he cry for A. D . Bond, fatbar of th e vic­ 
tim , w as then given by the crowd, and a big, 
burly m ao pushed his way in. 
H e stood by 
the prisoner, and asked him to tell him if he 
was not in th e school-houso on th e afternoon 
of the outrage, but, through all, the m an 
m aintained his ignorance of th eg u ilty parties. 
T he cow ardly crowd stood on th e fence and 
on the outskirts of the seething mass, yelling 
for his im m ediate execution. 
F e r an hour 
those about talked, bullied, storm ed aud 
threatened, b u t the poor, abject w retch re­ 
peatedly reiterated his innocence. 
M eantim e Clem ents had been found and 
was held by the m ob on th e other side of the 
yard, cowering down, w ith his head on his 
breast, and his neck draw n in like a tu rtle. 
H e sheok and shivered, and when goaded, 
chattered out his innocence. 
L ee P ettis was 
held w ith a rope around his neck and to r­ 
tured also. 
H e loudly and boldly proclaim ed 
bis innocence, and told the mob to go on and 
haDg him . 
M ontgom ery w ss about to be 
sw ung up agaiD, when B ond cu t th e rope, and 
the prisoner was taken to one side of tne 
yard, and subm itted to another series of 
questions. 
TUB MOB RELENT. 
I t was all in vaiu. 
T he m en who held the 
rope had too m uch h eart to hang a m au after 
hie repeated declarations, and gradually their 
m anner softened. 
T he cry of “ T urn them 
loose” w as generally taken up, though a 
crowd of m en on the outskirts of the yard 
yelled them selves hoarse w ith cries of “ H ang 
h im ,” “ R em em ber your fam ilies,” etc. 
A light in the w estern p a rt ef tow n drew 
the attention aw ay from th e prisoners. 
T he 
large bam of G . D . G oodrich was on fire, and 
a great p art of th e crowd rushed aw ay to see 
th at. 
T his had the effect of dam pening the 
spirits of th e r e s t end th eir passion for m id­ 
night adventure and the thiret for blood be­ 
ing satisfied, the prisoners were, after con­ 
sultation am ong the leaders, taken back to 
the jail and placed in th eir cells. 
T his m ove­ 
m ent w as owing to the efforts of A. D . Bond, 
and Jo h n G . D rennan, th e prosecuting at­ 
torney. _ T he mob are p re tty well convinced 
of the innocence of the prisoners, who are 
now safe from violence. 
A REACTION. 
T a y lo r s v ille (111.), A ugust 12tb.—The 
town is still greatly excited, b u t a reaction 
of public seutim ent is rapidly taking place, 
and m uch regret ia expressed at the lawless 
proceedings of the m ob. 
T he opinion is gain­ 
ing ground th a t the m en are not guilty, 
and th a t a t any rate they m ust have a fair 
trial.
